Dem. 22, sec. 9 there are three examples of the use of TrpuTov without a 
correlative. 

It appears then that the use of irpSnov meaning "first" without a cor- 
relative can be substantiated, and that fact removes the chief objection to 
the proposed emendation as there is in the hypothesis in question no word 
for "secondly." The writer may have intended to use a correlative but 
it slipped his mind after the explanation in Xiya yap and he merely added 
the second argument, prefacing it with 8« Kai This careless usage is in 
accord with the general character of the hypotheses and is analogous to 
the use of ^cc solitarium.

NOTE ON DIOGENES LAERTIUS IV. 59 

ToCtov (jmcri Kal Trtpl oikovo/xuxv ykvKvraTa eer^^jjKci/ai. 

With these words Diogenes introduces the familiar story of how the 
slaves of the stingy philosopher, Lacydes, found access to his locked 
cupboard. (See Class. Phil., October, 1908, p. 400.) The words are 
generally understood as in the Didot Latin version: aiunt ei in rei 
familiaris cura lepidissimum aliquid usu ven'isse. But the Greek will 
hardly yield that meaning. Though yXvKvs may be used of a person, 
yXvKv is very doubtful Greek for -^Sv in the sense of something funny or 
amusing, and y\.vKVTa.Ta. ccrxjjKCT'ai is nearly, if not quite, impossible in the 
sense desired. The true reading is plainly yXuxxporara (adverbial) icrxn- 
Kivai " was very near." Of, Plato Laws 765 A <j)LXo4>p6vij)i ccrxjjKao-i irepl to. 
ToiavTa. The following yap, then, will have its proper force and need not 
be the yap that introduces a narrative. This reading is confirmed by the 
version of the story quoted from Noumenios by Eusebius Prep. Evang. 
xiv. 7. Noumenios begins: Ilcpt 8« AaioJSov povkofmi n hiriYqaaxrOai, *^8v. 
v)V filv 8ri AaKvSrji viroy\L<r)(p6Tepos xaC Tiva Tpoirov 6 X«yo/«vos oiKovo/UKoi, 
ovTos 6 evSoKi/xSiv irapa Tois ttoAAoTs. It will be seen further that oiKovofu- 
Kos in Noumenios corresponds loosely to yrepl olKovo/iiav in Diogenes. Nou- 
menios, however, is thinking of Plato's oligarchical man, yXtcrxpats Kal 
Kara tr/UKpov <^a8op.£vos .... ^jjcravpojroios dvrjp, ovs 8r} koI iiraivti to ttX^Ock.
